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If a hate crime is in progress, 
caff 911. 

Take notes of the incident and 
record the place, date and time. 

Use your camera or cell phone 
to take pictures/video of the 
event, if it is safe to do so. 

[lever touch, erase or remove 
any potential evidence. 

Record perpetrators] description 
including gender, height, weight, 
clothing, tattoos or any other 
identifiable characteristics. 

Also note any victims and/or 
witnesses. 

Provide the above information 
to Law enforcement as soon as 
it is safe to do so by calling the 
non-emergency complaint line 
for your city, town or region. 

When making a report, 
ensure that the investigating 
officer understands that you 
perceive the occurrence to be 
a hate crime. 

Victim services are available in 
police services across Alberta 
to provide information, support, 
and referrals to a victim of a 
hate crime.
